Committee Reports 


The story is sprung in this week's 


issue of the United Aline Workers' 
Journal. 
The ballots of the 49 Il- 


linois unions represented the votes of 
more than 10,000 men. A special in- 
vestigating committee was appointed 
to look into the affair and its report 
has just been filed. According to .Mr. 
White and other national ofticers, it 
was shown by the evidence secured 
that the returns were placed in the 
official ballot box but that they were 
taken from the box by some person 
or persons unknown. 


It is stated that the entire matter 


will be presented to the annual con- 
vention of the United Mine Workers 
in January. 


Pluralty Increased. 


The complete returns, announced in 


Columbus last January, showed White 
to have a plurality close to 27,000 
Complaint was made some time af- 
terward that the returns of certain 
locals in Illinois were not accounted 
for in the result and an .investiga- 
tion was^begun. This has lasted ev- 
er since. 
Completed now, iTshows that the -in 


locals in Illinois which were not ac- 
counted for in the result, had cast 10.- 
531 votes for White and S20 for Tom 
Lewis. The report of the investigat- 
ing committee says that the ballots 
of these locals were abstracted. Had 
they been counted the result would 
have given White a plurality closer 
to -10,000 than 30,000. 


Furthermore, the investigation has 


proven the disappearance of votes of 
other large unions, in other states. 


The investigation was conducted by, 


a committee of three members of the 
international executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America.

of God may be thoroughly furnished.

ural laws with which God does not 
geneially interfere. 
It is in the af- 


fairs of His consecrated people that 
God assures us He takes a special in- 
terest. These are so supervised by 
His Providence that He guarantees 
His children that all things shall work 
together for good to them. 


God is pleased to make use1 of the 


little talents possessed by His coiise- 
qrated people, and their usefulness as 
ambassadors for God in their own 
families and own cities, v.ill depend 
very much upon the .earnestness of 
their prayers and endeavors.
